Chicago, III., July 5— Striking rail­ 
way shopmen, who walked out in ans­ 
wer 
to the nation-wide 
strike call 
from the headquarters of the six shop 
craft unions here last Saturday, were 
reported drifting back to work today 
in groups of uncertain numbers. 
Today 
was considered 
a turning 
point in the 
strike of the 350,000 to 
400,000 workers. 
Although respond­ 
ing generally to 
the call last Satur­ 
day, railroad 
officials insisted 
that 
many of the desertions were due to the 
desire of the men 
to take a holiday 
over tho Fourth of July. 


Local union reports to the office of 
B. M. Jewell, head of the shopmen, 
reiterated the union’s assertion 
that 
the strike was IOO per cent effective. 
Maintainence of way men, despite 
the decision 
of their union executive 
council 
here last night 
to postpone 
strike action for the present, also were 
reported 
to be joining the 
walkout. 
Such reports reached President Jewell 
and 
were confirmed 
by noon 
dis­ 
patches.

A T ALL times of the year the chil-

made in the home. 


Opera Fondant. 
Put two cupfuls of sugar and one 
cupful of heavy cream Into a saucepan 
and stir until the sugar is dissolved 
and the boiling point Is reached, tlien 
add one-eighth of a 
teaspoonful 
of 
cream of tartar ami boil until the sirup 
mukes a soft hail when dropped into 
cold waler or until the candy thermom­ 
eter registers 238. Pour at once with­ 
out scraping the dish on to a marble 
slab or large platter lightly greased 
with butter. When cold work vc it Ii a 
wooden spoon or broad spatula until 
it forms a ball. Cover with a damp 
cloth and leave for half an hour. Then 
knead and mold with the hands until 
smooth, adding sinh flavoring and col­ 
oring as desired and puck in a crock. 
O n e r closely and leave until wanted. 


Opera Bonbons. 
Divide opera fondant into several 
portions flavor each arid color, then 
add different kinds of chopped fruit. 
Shape into balls or press into a box 
lined with 
waxed paper and when 
firm cut into cubes.

When ready 
to prepare, melt over hot water, add 
l*eppermint and drop by teaspoonfuls 
on waxed paper.

the older residents of 
Gettysburg, 
who lived here during the battle, the 
continued rains which 
followed the 
terrible three days’ carnage on the 
fields about the little town. Accord­ 
ing to one resident, rain started to 
fall on the Fourth of July as Lee 
was 
retreating 
toward 
Monterey 
Gap by way of 
the Fairfield Road, 
following the disaster suffer*^ 
in 
Pickett's Charge, the day before. 
It is said 
that rain 
fell almost 
continuously for 
two 
weeks after 
that, greatly impeding the work of 
cleaning up the battle ground here, 
of dead and wounded men and hor­ 
ses, as well' as salvaging equipm ent. 
For days, the stench which hung over 
the town, is said to have been sick­ 
ening. 
At the same time, sick and 
wounded were being cared for 
in 
many houses, as well as in the im­ 
provised hospitals, 
which 
were lo­ 
cated in churches, College and Sem ­ 
inary buildings. 


Farmers had 
great difficulty 
in 
harvesting 
their wheat 
and oats, 
which had ripened. Sheaves which had 
been stacked on cops to ripen 
were 
opened and laid out to dry, 
but in 
spite of 
the best 
efforts 
of thj? 
farmers, it is said, that much grain 
spoiled before it could be taken into 
the barns. 
In several 
fields near 
town, where wheat had been sown, 
the crop was never harvested, as lit­ 
tle was left when the battle was over. 
In the Wheat Field, where the fight­ 
ing was heaviest on the evening of 
July 2, 1863, it is said, that after the 
battle, the ground had the appear­ 
ance of a plowed field and that an 
<*bserver would not have suspected 
that ripened grain had waved in the 
breeze there but a few days before. 
For some time prior to the battle 
here, the weather had been clear and 
the hot sun 
of July scorched 
the 
fighting men by day during the con­ 
test on this field. 
The Union forces

Gettysburg, 
making forced marches on beautiful 
moonlit nights,

Cadets Leave Gettysburg 
The R. O. T . C. units from Car­ 
lisle barracks anil Edgewood Arsenal, 
Maryland, started on the return trip 
to their headquarters, Tuesday after­ 
noon in

from Cemetery Ridge was Mrs. Helen 
Dortch Ixingstreet, widow of the corps

This {in the defense of the Ridge, was also 
in the large assem blage. 


Marines Applauded 
Again did 
the United States Ma­ 
rines, encamped 
on the side of Sem i­ 
nary Ridge, win the plaudits of a large 
assem blage of people by the manner 
in which they re-produced this famous 
attack. 
To those who had witnessed 
it on the Saturday previous, it seemed 
even more realistic, than when given 
for President Harding and his party. 
However, the bad weather conditions 
which existed during the second pro­ 
duction 
had a marring effect. 
The 
clouds hung close to the ground and 
the atmosphere was heavy so that the 
advancing hosts of Marines, were not 
clearly visible until they reached the 
Emmitsburg Road. 
The heavy artillery duel opened at 
3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, w'hen 
it 
seemed as though the entire Seminary 
Ridge was belching forth fire and the 
earth rumbled under foot. 
Children 
screamed and older people were fright­ 
ened by the suddenness of the attack. 
The heaviness of the atmosphere made 
it seem most real. 
This artillery fire 
continued for nearly half an hour be­ 
fore the long 
ranks of Sea 
Soldiers, 
sim ulating those of the Confederates I 
which crossed that very ground just 
59 years before, were visible through 
the clouds of smoke 
and fog, hiding 


(hot July sun, 
praying and cursing, 
that their comrades should cease fir­ 
ing, so that the Federal troops, near­ 
by, might render them assistance.

Spraying—Potato growers who dis­ 
continue spraying operations daring 
intensely hot weather, for fear of in­ 
jury to the plants, may find that 
spraying at this time would have been j 
beneficial rather than harmful. Spray­ 
ing regularly at intervals, of ten days 
or two weeks is the most satisfactory 
method for the entire growing season. 
Roguing Potatoes— Potato plants a f­ 
fected with diseases, such aa leaf roll, 
mosaic, and wilt, that ordinary spray­ 
ing cannot control, should be pulled by 
hand and destroyed. 
This practice 
is termed “toguing” and is especially 
necessary in fields where disease-free 
seed is .to be produced. 
There are 
about 350 acres of seed potatoes in the 
state this year, on which 
roguing 
should begin this week. 


Angoumois Moth— Some 
farm ers, 
particularly in Chester county, 
are 
changing their farm practice so as to 
thresh wheat immediately after h ar­ 
vest. 
This is a wise measure in pre­ 
venting infestation of 
grain 
moth. 
The bins should be entirely clean of, 
last year’s grain, and fumigated with 
carbon bisulphide before new wheat is 
put in. 
Spme Light on Moulters— Where a r­ 
tificial lights are available, it may be 
profitable to 
seperate the 
August 
moulters, feed them well for several 
months, and then, with artificial light, 
force them quite heavily, selling them 
when they stop laying in winter or 
spring. 
Keeping Milk Cod!—The 
milkman 
delivers milk shortly after it is taken 
from the cooler, wheie the tem pera­ 
ture is near 40 F. or he delivers it 
packed in ice. 
The consumer should 
do his share by removing it from the 
back door step as soon as delivered, 
putting it in a cool place.
